REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Among the prior arts made of record, the Examiner deems Ismael (US 6,356,931), 
hereinafter Ismael, to be the closest prior art of record. Independent claims 1 , 15, 20 
and 25 when considered as a whole, are allowable over Ismael and other prior arts 
made of record. Specifically Ismael fails to teach or suggest when considered as a 
whole, the registered MBeans including monitor MBeans and runtime MBeans, the 
monitor MBeans retrieving monitoring data from the runtime MBeans and the runtime 
MBeans providing the monitoring data to the monitoring MBeans. None of the other 
prior arts made of record either alone or in combination cures the above deficiency of 
Ismael. Therefore, the Examiner deems independent claims 1 , 15, 20 and 25, along 
with their respective dependent claims to be patentable over the cited prior arts of 
record.
